DOMINION AND PROVINCE 



IVlinister of IVIilitia Refers to 
Speecli IVlade By General 
Lake ~ 



Ottawa, Feb. 15. — The'' day's procDed- 
Ings In the House of Commons were 
mainly devoted to the discussion of 
several private bills. One of them. 
Introduced by Mr. . Turrlft,, rolattjd^to 
the subsidy granted by . the i Ontario 
government to the Grand Trunk' Pablt 
flc railway- for the. line running be- 
tween Fort William and the National 
Transcontinental. It had been agreed 
between that province and the railway 
that !f /ho lino ■was ever sold to the* 
Dominion government the province 
should bo returned the amount of the 
subsidy, and the company had undcr- 
itakon to secure this through the pres- 
ent bill. Mr. Graham, minister of 
railways, stated that ho could not ac- 
cept the policy that any other govern- 
ment or any company could give a 
guarantee to cBmpel parliament to pass 
certain legislation. There was also a 
provision regarding rates ;Which the 
minister found to be an Infrlhgemoht 
on the rights of the railway gonjmlsr 
slon. The bill stood over. 

Most of the talk centered on Mr. 
Conmce's bill incorporating the On- 
tario & r.Iichlsnn Power company. 
Which was rejected by the Senate Inst 
year on the ground that it was an 
invasion of provincial rights. Today it 
was- given Its second rending and sent 
to the railway committee, where the 
fight upon It will bq waged. The com- 
pany wants a federal charter, and 
urges the ground that the waterways 
afCcct.od are an international and 
navigitblo stream, parliament being 
therefore the proper party to Issue a 
charter. It also desires its works to 
be declared for tho fee'neral advantage 
of Canada.' -I^olthor the Premier nor 
Mr. Grahatniyiwotild commit himself, 
the premier 'saying that ho was doubt- 
ful If parliament would pass tho bill. 
Mr. Borden thought that parliament 
had been too free in tho past in de- 
claring purely local works for the gen- 
eral advantage ot Canada. Provincial 
rights had In this way been Invaded. 
With this Mr. GrahTim agreed. 

Sir Frederick Borden referred to the 
speech recently made in Toronto by 
General Lake. The general had called 
his attention to tho matter and had 
supplied hlni with a copy of his re- 
marks. From this he had convinced 
himself 'that the speech had been mis- 
represented In the condensed report 
sent out and that there was notliing 
In the speech as mad^,~ to : give offense 
to- any one in Canada or to the Jap- 
anese Government.

400. person$4WBreid;>unied to death and 
raanyjflnJiked^nlo^flMifnWhlch destroy- 
ed the Fibres Hhedtfe in tho city of 
Acapulco last night. The news of the 
disaster reached the capital this 
afternoon, telegraphic communication 
having been Interrupted last night and 
today, owing to the fact that the tele- 
graph oifice adjoining the theatre was 
burned and all wires put out of com- 
mission. 

The Flores theatre was a wooden 
structure, and last night over 1,000 
people crowded into it to witness a,

Arthur, Son of John ; ifjbvVi'n, of Port

Port Simpson, Feb. 15. — A sad acci- 
dent occurred on Friday, -vvhen Arthur 
Flewin and Walter Brentensen, aged 
IG and 1? respectively, while coming 
across tho harbor witii .a boatload of 
wood, capsized about a mile from shore 
and a mile and a half from here. Tho 
boat was lieavlly loaded, tho weather 
bitterly cold and rouBh. The boat 
turned over threo times. Walter 
climbed on the upturned boat and held 
his comjjanlon, who was badly bur- 
dened owing to' the heavy miner's 
boots and clothes ho was wearing. 
They thus drifted ashore. 'Walter was 
dragging Arthur out of tho water 
when help arrived. In a few ^minutes 
a doctor, a nurse and a crowd were at 
the spot with blankets and restora- 
tives. All efforts to resuscltato Ar- 
thur failed. Walter is well, consider- 
ing tho awful exposure, but complete- 
ly broken down at the de.ath of his 
companion.

Arthur Flewin, the boy referred to 
wns the grandson of the late John 
Flewin, a pioneer of this city, well 
known in Victoria. He died ten years 
ago, some five years after tho father 
Of tho young boy, whose death Is re- 
corded loft the city. The grandfather 
arrived In Victoria 55 years ago and 
entered tho employ of the Hudson Bay 
Company. He lived alongside St. Ann's 
convent, where was located what was 
laiown as the Flewin gardens.

Mr. Simon 
Lolser was In the chair, whilo Messrs 
E. H. Heaps, the president, and R. B 
McLellan, members of tho Vancouver 
Board nf Trade deputation, wore 
present. ., ; \ . 

Mr. J. J. Shallcross, having; read ..the 
report of the special commlttoe ;iwhlolv 
has had this Bill under consideration, 
and which has already bc^^ publlsbed, 
Mr. D. R. Kcr thon moved that this 
Board dc-ilrcs to place Itself upon re- 
cord as dlaajiprovlng of a certain pro- 
posed Bill affecting fire Insurance 
companies, and styled the British Co- 
lumbia Fire Insurance Companies Act

Dear Sir,— Referring to tho Fire In- 
surance Bin, which the underwriters 
are trying to have tho Government 
accept, and Mr. BodwoU's letter in 
Sunday's Colonist, 1 think before tho 
Governinont takes any radical action, 
such as the proposed bill, they should 
give all interested parties every op- 
portunity to discuss the matter, and 
as I noticed that you have taken a de- 
cided stand on tho «ubject, I am tak- 
ing the liberty o£ laying iny views be- 
fore you. 

It does seem strange, after having 
done business in the province lor .so 
many years, that tho underwriters 
should so suddenly feel called upon to 
protect the public, especially Is It no- 
ticeable that they have not taken tho 
public Into their confidence, and per- 
mitted a fair consideration ot tho 
matter by all parties affected, but 
have epriing tho matter as a cors:«l#to 
surprise. 1 

Had the insurance people brought in 
a bill to protect the public from the 
blandishments ot the elusive real es- 
tate agent, selling lots In some far 
distant clime, we would not feel call- 
ed upon to look so carefully for the 
colored man in our supply ot fuel. 

As 1 hold no brier for any Insurance 
company, as does my friend Mr. Bod- 
well, and as I represent a company 
whose Iiiterosls are seriously threat- 
ened bv tho proposed legislation, I 
feel that what I have to say should 
bear considerable weight. 

Mr. Bodwell, as a good lawyer, puts 
tho matter in a very plausible light, 
but you may note that he does not 
touch on any pha.scs ot the subject 
except those which ho wishes his ad- 
versaries to make pronilnotit — he 
wishes all to moot him on the ground 
he has prepared. 

I agree with him that It Is good 
policy to protect the public, but dls- 
iigreo with him In that the proposed 
bill is protective measure for the 
public, but It Is rather In the, nature 
ot a high board loncc for the 'benefit 
)f the board companies. 

If the public are In such urgent 
need of this protection, why Is It left 
for the board companies to discover it, 
wliy has not tho i>iibllc "hollered?" 

What right has any government to 
.';tate when and where a firm are to 
buy their fjre insuranco? 

Does a firm place insurance with 
the first agent that comes along with 
a favorable ri.tc, or does, the manage- 
ment first look Into the standInK- of 
such company? 

Why except Canadian mutual com- 
panies? Is not our colored friend In 
evidence — there are so few Canadian 
mutual companies tlicy don't cut iiuich 
figure with the board companies as 
competitors. By all means except 
I.iloyds — tho board companies may 
have to fall back on them In under- 
writing a largo risk, 
/ " Some CrU 

Mr.' ;Bo'dwbll says there Is no trust, 
and vyouia - lead us to^unaerstantl that 
the 'board . LcomjiahleV ^areK';bandod to- 
gether 'f6f\ihi!?tiial;..benent:otUhought, 
for" tho rfiirtherdrice, /perhaps, of such 
broad-splrlted ; and < , philanthropic 
measures as the one /under discussion, 
but incidentally mentions that the 
board • rates arc all tho same. How 
strange! If we lumbermen liold a 
basket picnic In Vancouver, and Issuu 
a uniform price llst'wo .arc bratided a 
Lumber Trust— but then Insurance Is 
different — one makes a profit In in- 
surance. 

Mr. Bodv/oll makce no mention of 
the amount of insurance in fOTCo In B. 
C, tho number of foreign companies 
affectod, the number of losses met by 
such compnnleii, nor tho number of 
losses which outside companies have 
failed to make good. 

Ho dnos not go Into the ciucstlon of 
rates, board and otherwise; ncltlior 
does ho explain the necessity for cre- 
ation of tho Board of Underwriters in 
the first place. ' ' 

Take tho lumber business as an In- 
stance. There are now In exlstonoo in 
tho United States, many reputable 
mutual ' companies,' who arc doing 
business wltK^plokodH^^'lumber nninu- 
fn9tu'rlriff;plnni8j'?by?'a:r;Care selection 
of -risks .' (and "a/^lconsorvatlvo lino of 
policy In appbrtlbrilng amount of In- 
surance ciarrlbdV; On .different plants, 
such companios'i-are ' cnaTiieil.; to \vrl tc 
insurance . at; 'ui,¥,ifa.\mra^^ of 
premium, and-'alSo' pay '■ d of 
from.

There are nnmerous companies 
making a apcolalty of •Insuring plants 
inatallod with automatic';- 'sprlnklors.

The number of sprinkled 
risks in B. (*. Is relatively small, and 
will remain so for some timolto come.

other business in ' B; C. ; oiir ' broker 
seeks them, they do not come' to us; 
they could not afford to meet the ex- 
actions of this' act In order to carry 
a few thousands of Insurance in B. C. 

To sum up, this legislation Is 
brought forward by the "board" com- 
panies. It can only favor the "board" 
companies. They do not show In any 
way where the public have suffered by 
leglliinate conipctitlon In Insurance. 
Tho siifoguarda they propose are 
liiadecjuate to protect In event of any 
company falling, .but are high enough 
to keep out duslrable forms of Insur- 
ance.

An tho matter stands now, 
the public beforo placing Insurance, 
naturally investigates the coinpanv, 
should tho government passj this bill, 
the public would be entitled to - take 
the stand that the government' stand- 
ing siDonsor for all companies register- 
ed, there was no necessity tor private 
investigation, and all they need en- 
quire was whether the company was 
registered or not. With a deposit of 
but $30,000 one good fire In one of 
our cities, nnd 0110 poor company, 
would bo very liable to put the gov- 
ernment In a very unehvlable and 
embarrassing position, especially as 
tho public feel that thev are "tiulte 
capable of managing their own In- 
surance affairs at the present, and 
have, asked no aid from tho govern- 
•bent. and the government had passed 
tho bill- at 'the Instigation of the board

Is .limply for tho protection and for 
till! advantage of a "^omjiaratlvoly few 
agents who aro enca^red In the sale of 
lire insurance for tiio nako of tho com- 
mUsIons wlMch this business yields... Is 
in my opinion, u thoroughly vicloua 



as well as ■ a completely indefensible 
combination. (Hear, hear.) 
• "While to some extent I, am myself 
engaged in tthevilnsuranco business I 
I lold pliativlthesejfagbhtjitshave no. right 
whatbvbr ' to 'cbnie'ltiefore ' tho legisla- 
ture and ask for special/protection for 
thi.s Is tho feature/'Jn this proposition 
wht,ch we are at trie present time op- 
posing, Soine companies from the pro- 
vinces of Saskatchewan and Alberta 
and probably from Ontario as well, 
who are now doing business In this 
province, having complied with the law 
I.e., they having registered, aro en- 
titled to do business here, may not 
be, and'lndeod aro really not as strong 
as the old-lino companies, but who 
are nevertheless strong' enough to 
>oompeto;j.\y,^th .the. old. line* companies, 
rtiiist be.. tbf89mbi^'bxtehiKat!!'b.l1i events, 
affeotbd' by; this bill, arid although these 
companies 'may not have a- very large 
amount of capital at their command, 
they have quite sufflclent for their 
risks. (Hear, hear.) 

'Their stock-holders arc moro over 
v.-ell known citizens of considerable 
means and their competition ha's tend- 
ed to reduce the excessive rates which 
In the past have been charged in this 
province, and It Is certainly good 
pollcy. upon thp.part of any Board of 
Trade or: of, any business community 
to encourage this legitimate competi- 
tion. (Hear, hear.) 

Compelled to go Outside 

"Many of our business concerns must 
contract for insurance outside this 
Province and will be obliged to do so 
if this bill passes In Its present shape, 
even. In the face of the penalty which 
Is mentioned In It. (Hear, hear.) We 
ourselves were at one time compelled 
to pay ten per cent 'but-: we are now 
carrying a much largbrAatnp'unt of In- 
surance upon which we' are paying less 
than two per* cent, and nearly tho 
whole of it Is carried outside ot this 
province, although the Board rate Is 
less than It used to be. (Hoar, hoar.) 
Despite better provision In the way of 
fire lighting appliances. It we were de- 
prived of this opportunity of placing 
Insuranco upon tho American sldb wo 
would bo forced to pay twice as much 
as we are paying at the present time. 
(Hoar, hear.) 

"Further, no question can bo serious- 
ly raised In respect to tho security 
which Is offered by those companies. It 
Is just as good as that which exists 
In the case of the old-line companies, 
and moreover when we made a heavy 
loss through lire the very first pay- 
ment was made to us by these Amer- 
ican companlos, for being comparative-, 
ly small companies and having a repu- 
tation to build up In this country 
they were prompt in respect to this 
particular matter. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. McLennan: "We are endeavor- 
ing to knock out this legislation, not 
on account of the companies engaged 
In It, but simply on account of a bill 
which owes lis origin to these com- 
lianlcs' agents." 

Mr. R. S. Day: "That Is absolutely 
untrue." (Applause.) ■ - i 

Mr. McLennan: accept - your 

statement?v!;|;(H;^M,^;fhear)V'||'vj^^^^ • 

"Tho rateJfth'at'1,we-^i;,were l;?^^^^ 
from; tho r bid board' companies varied 
from:. 98: cents to ti;03, , and after we 
put In tho sprinkling system at a cost 
of JIO.OOO. ; these companies reduced 
the rate practically 20 cents, but that 
reduction was scarcely sufficient to 
pay tho Interest upon the money, which 
;tvb had invested in this extra protec- 
tion. (Hep^r,' , hear) .,-.,,„ 

"Tho attention' of the Vancouver 
board of trade;:was 'directed to this 
matter, as far'" a^ /it concerned these 
foreign companies. If not as far as It 
affected their agents; and I am not 
afraid to say that the cloven hoof Is 
shown In this very bill, as the line 
for any company soliciting business In 
this country in violation of Us provi- 
sions Is fixed at $200, while the agent 
who accepts a risk In defiance of Its 
provisions Is fixed at $500, (Hear, 
hear.) 

"We have boon absolutely compelled 
to go outside to obtain tho insuranco 
which wo need upon our properties. 
iHear, hear). Ono American com- 
pany with a reserve of about 50 per 
cent., gives us a rate fully 2G per 
cent, under tho board rate, while wo 
can get from any of the non-board 
companies a rate which is 15 per cent 
under the board rate. (Hear, hear). 
And despite the fact that we have er- 
ected concrete buildings and provided 
automatic sprinklers, tho old line com- 
panies are trying to obtain from us 
their old rates, (Hear, hear).". 
A Point of Order. 

At this stage, Mr, Bodwell raised tho 
Iioint, that the motion was out of or- 
der, upon tho ground that the adop- 
tion of tho committee's report had not 
been proposed. 

Mr. Shallcross replied that In tho 
.Tirst place this report had been ad^ 
dressed to the council of tho board 
of trade, while in the next place thu 
motion which was under consideration 
dealt with the whole question. (Hear, 
hear and applause). 

Mr. Bodwell: "Then this report 
should not have been submitted to 
this meeting this afternoon. And yet 
this meeting Avas especially called to 
consider this very report," (Hear, 
hoar).

This 
report deals with" this bill and with 
nothing else," (Hear, hear). 

Mr. Bodwell asked for a ruling upon 
tho point which' he had raised, while 
Mr. Shallcross remarked that tho 
question of Insuranco was far bigger 
and far wider than any question which 
could be raised with respect to any 
report. (Hear. hear). 

Mr. Lelser: "I musti rule that this 
motion Is perfectly in order," (Ap; 
plause). 

Mr. J3odwcll: "I bog to move that 
we adjourn." 

Mr. Genge; "I second this motion." 

Mr. J. L. Beekwith: "It Is pecu- 
liarly unfortunate that a clash should 
arlso at this stage of the proceedings, 
but In my opinion the report of this 
committee Is now properly before this 
mooting and must be argued." (Hoar, 
hear). 

Mr. James Forman: "I cartalnly un- 
derstood tliat it was referred to this 
committee for Its consideration." 
(Hear, hear), 

Mr. Chris. Spencer: "It is the ques- 
tion of Insuranco that wc are here to 
discuss and not points of order," 

Mr. Lelser: "This whole subject Is 
before the mooting." (Applause). 

A vote being taken Mr. Lelser decid- 
ed that tho discussion should proceed, 

Mr. E. V. Bodwell, in defending tho 
proposed moaauro argued that tho 
special committee's report was found- 
ed u|)on mlaapprehcnslon and upon 
inlsuiidorslandlngs.

The mystery surrounding the where- 
abouts of Andrew Davids, for years a 
well known • waterfront character, 
better known aa "Speak Easy Dave," 
has been solved. Yesterday afternoon 
shortly after 2 o'clock a body, subse- 
quently identitlod as that of Davids, 
was diacovored under the E. & N. 
railway bridge at the foot of Johnson 
street, floating out with the tide. The 
body Avas first found by two boys 
who called the attention of some men 
worl£lng at the B. C. Sand and Gravel 
company's bunkers. It was secured 
and brought ashore, while the police 
were notiaed . and the remains taken 
to Smith's .undbrtaklng rooms. 

The body was badly , decomposed, but

self positive that the body found was 
that of his former employee. 

"Speak Easy Davo*^ was last seen 
on the night of Monday, January 12, 
wlien he called at the Light House 
C. Bennett Tliompson ' "^'^'oo"- about 11.30 o'clock. He had 
liad one or two drinks, but was not 
under the Influence of liquor and after 
remaining a few minutes informed Mr. 
.Sniitli that he would go aboard the 
ISUvood. Ho left the saloon and wa.i 
never seen .afterwards until his body 
wa3 dragged from the waters of the 
harbor, yesterday afternoon. 

Early Tuesday morning, January 12, 
a- Wf^tchman, Bobert .Conn, on a boat 
lying .near the Ehvood, hoard iqries n^ 
if some one were calling for help* HO 
listened for some time, but as they 
were not repeated he thought they 
proceeded from some drunken men and 
he paid no further attention. When 
Davids failed to turn up at the Light 
House saloon, on Tuesday as was ills 
wont, Mr, Smith thought that per- 
haps he was 111, but it was not until 
the Wednesday .following the man's 
disappearancftit'tliatjv^ah Inquiry was 
Instituted when'a'vihaifiwas sent to tlio 
launch, SomeimiatJ;whlch.Da,vId3 had 
purchased in;'the7a£teni6on':o£;ttKe^ 
he 'disappoaredf was .'fovmai^lirfaybeker, 
but.no signs of the'mlssingihi^ii|'^ere 
seen. The whistle pipe bntj tii'e" latihch 
was broken, and it is believed "that 
Davids, after getting on ^loard,' trip- 
ped over the pipe and 'fell Into the 
harbor. Aa he was an old man and 
the weather was very cold It Is sup- 
posed that once In the chilly , waters 
he could not moke his way to the 
shore, but. Instead -^fluecumbed to the 
cold and aaJiiU>^^0<'^'^fii'(^^:ffi^{:. 

Twenty years. 'ago Davlds/fjwho was 
a Norwegian by birth, arrived' In Vic- 
toria on the 'Adela," the captain of 
vvhlcli was Hansen, known aiohg the 
whole coast as "The Flying Dutch- 
man." Davids for years was engaged 
In the sealing . Industry, being ac- 
counted one of the best hunters in 
these waters. For fourteen years he 
was employed as sallmaker for Jeuno 
Bros., but for the past tv;o S'ears he 
had been ddihg nothing except odd 
jobs for Mr. Smith, by whom he was 
practically supported. His quiet de- 
meanor and soft manner of walking 
many years ago earned for him the 
soubriquet of "Speak Easy Dave." The 
coroner. Dr. Hart, will hold an Inquest 
today at 3 o'clock. •- .

Tho city council will not accede to 
the request preferred by John Ha 
gorty that he should be allowed to 
supply the sand and gravel tendered 
for by ■ him from his Spring Ridge 
pits. Instead )Mr. Haggerty must 
produce the material to the city from 
whatever s.ource he may other than 
Spring Eldge. 
■ This decision was arrived at at last 
night's council meeting .when a com- 
munication from Mr, Haggerty was 
read making the »propositlon that 
should, ho , be fallowed to take the 
material:; froiri .Sprlrigl'Rldge a. saying 
of ' several thousands would be made 
by the city. Mr. Haggerty appeared 
before the streets, bridges and sower.y 
committee last Friday evening and 
made his proposition, but the matter 
was laid over until last evening. In 
the meantime a largo deputation of 
residents from .Spring Ridge was ar 
ranged for and it appeared before the 
council last night prior to the regular 
council meeting. The deputation, be 
sides objecting- to the Llneham,. Scott 
Sand & Gravel Company being allow- 
ed to run a spur from the tracks of 
the B. C. .Electric .Company ;,, on- the 
company's property, also ' referried . to 
tho Haggerty proposal ,and urg:ed the 
council to refuse to allow sand or 
gravel to be taken from Spring Ridge. 

I\lr. Hnggerty's written proposition 
to the council was read. He stated 
that ainco sl.tcning the contract with 
the city he had found that thu i)artie3 
from whom he had Intended .securing 
the sand and gravel are willing to sell 
it ,to him in such a manner and at 
sucli a price ns to ninke it impossible 
for him to buy from tliem. He there- 
fore .ofCered to supply the material to 
tho city from the Spring Ridge pits, 
to the satisfaction of the engineer, at 
the rate Of $1 and J1.26 per cubic 
yard In a radlits from Spring Ridge 
to the post ofilce. Ho will also enter 
into agreeraent to cut down and grade 
Pembroke and North Chatham Streets 
from Chambers. Street . to . Fernwood 
Road to a grade which may be given 
by tlie city engineer and he will allow 
tho city 20 cents per cubic yard for 
every yard of suitable for his con- 
tract. He will give a satisfactory 
bond to ensure the performance of 
this agreement. Ho states that should 
the city this year consume 20,000 
yards of gravel It will niake a saving 
of $4,000 by the above agreement. . as 
he is making a difference of .20c per 
yard between the' prices In the .original 
contract made In his latest proposi- 
tion. 

Clairhs a Saving.' 

Mr, Haggerty also states that the 
cost of. gravel taken from the above 
atjreets .^-ould probab\' amount to 
from. $1,500 to $2,000, which,. with the 
above $4,000, will amount to a good 
saving for the city. Ho points out 
that as a matter of fact the Sprln,-? 
Ridge material will be moved away 
from there at any rate on some future 
date to supply private^ customers.,. ' 
' Alderman Fuljorton strenuously op- 
posed any proposition , which meant 
taking sand, or gravel from Spring 
Ridge. At last Friday's meeting Mr. 
Haggerty had stated to tho comnlUtoe 
that he had attempted to get the 
material from tho B. C. Sand & Gravel 
Company, but that concern asked him 
$1.20 per yard, which were his own 
figures *D the council. Alderman 
Fullerton produced a slip which, he 
stated, showed the prices which that 
company gives to all contractors and 
it shows that the prices asked by the 
company vary from $1 to $1-20 per 
yard. Mr. Haggerty had claimed that 
ho did not know the figures asked by 
the B. C. Sand & Gravel Company 
•until after he had signed the citv's 
contract and had endeavored to get his 
material As a matter of fact, dcclar 
cd Alderman Fullerton, Mr. Haggerty 
had in his possession all the time the 
quotations of the company. Mr. Hag 
gorty had told the council that ho 
had signed the city's contract and was 
ready to carry it out. Ho should bo 
allowed to do so whether it meant a 
los.<; or not, but no material should be 
allowed to come from Sprin.:; Ridge. 

City Solicitor Mann explained that 
while Mr. Haggerty had signed the 
contract the city has not as yet done 
so. . 

AldeVman Stewart declared that no 
more material should be allowed to b 
taken from Spring Ridge for civic 
works and Alderman McKeown stated 
that it Is Mr. Haggerty 'who is 'riot 
living up to his contract and not tho 
city. 

Finally It was decided that Mr 
Haggerty should not be allowed to 
fiupply*he city with material from 
Spring Ridge, wherever else he may 
be able to secure it. 

Cement Tenders 
No sooner had: the council determin- 
ed tho Haggerty tender than it was 
called upon to discuss the tenders for 
cement. A report from tho city en- 
gineer and the purchasing agent 
brought the matter to the fore. Tho

■It such re-examination would dis- 
close, as it may disclose, an alignment 
for a railway superior to that located 
Uy, Mfircus Smith, It would be a com- 
])aritively easy matter to Interest 
Home one of the existing transcontln-. 
cntal railways, or -i new compian'y; in 
the construction of the line. 

It may be objected that what we 
Biiggest ■ is unusual, but there Is at 
lqa.st, ope precedent for it. The Do- 
minion; Is now Invc'itigatlng the foaal- 
Mllty, from an- engineering point of 
view, of a. line to Hudson Bay. There 
inay be other precedents, but whether 
tlWre.are or not. It seoms to us that 
tliere Is just as much justification for 
the government to make the oxamlna- 
tioh ' asitcd for as there, was for ap- 
pointing a commission to consider new 
routes for transportation. Rallw.'iy 
connection with Vancouver Island is 
Just as much in the public' lr\terest as 
railvva,y connection" 'wltii 'Hudson Bay. 
' This paper, has heartily approved of 
what is being done in the latter case, 
and it thinks it can therefore consis- 
tently ask that something similar shall 
be done in the. former ease. Our spe- 
cific suggestion is that Mr. Temple- 
man shall a'sk for the small appropria- 
tion rociiilred to send a party of en- 
gineer.'! over Miircu.s Smith's survey 
from the summit to the head of Bute 
Inlet, with the view of ascertaining, 
first, if Mr. Smith's line cannot be 
Improved upon, and, second, if a route! 
may not he possible from the summit 
to Frederick Ann by some other val- 
ley than that of the ; Homathco. The 
distance from the summit to the head 
oC Bute Inlet is 04 miles only; to 
Frederick Arm is 44 miles further. "Wo 
do not lose sight of the contention 
made by some well-informed people 
that there is a better route from the 
Interior.jtb. the coast then that by the 
wayYotiiBute inlet. If an engineer 
ooiild' be; detailed to Investigate the 
whole question It would bo better than 
what we suggest; but we content our- 
selves with making the specific sug- 
gestion as above. 

WEALTH OF THE NORTH. 

Reports have been received of the 
discovery of what seems to bo valuable 
deposit.'? of silver and copper ore near 
the Hudson Bay post at Lac la Rouge, 
which lies one liundred and fifty miles 
north of Prlnco Albert; ; This lake la 
the source ot a short' trlbiitary of the 
OhOrchill river. In latitude the lake 
corresponds to the southern \)art of 
Portland canal. It is con.sldorably 
south of the latitude of Fort Cliurchlll, 
and, although It Is In a part^of tlio 
, country, which lias not been taken into 



'account to any great extent in esti- 
mating the resources of Canada, it Is 
a long way distant from the Barron 
Grounds. There is some timber of 
merchantable value In this part of the 
drainage basin of the Churchill and 
perhaps some land suitable for settle 
ment. The discoveries have not yet 
yielded results sufficient to enable any 
one to predicate .their real value, but 
reports that come from r'lWinnipcg are 
of an;,encquraglng character." j^,The,fact 
thdt'depbslts of good oi^r?ISS#Iiii''th'fe' 
part of , the Dominion Is, of ' Itself, a 
very valuable indication, for even if 
the discoveries now spoken of should 
prove not to be yeryne^^^ 
would be good reS36n'':t(r^Buppose that 
further airospectihg would disclose 
.workable mines. The Indians main- 
tain that there are many places where 
copper and silver can be found In this 
little known region, and as is well 
known, the Coppermine river, which is 
in what may bo described as the .fame 
structural plain, derives its name 
from the metallic copper found along 
Its banks. 

,.n;If^any.jpne will refer to the map, he 
cannot- fall to be struck with the con- 
tinuity of the series of lakes whlcli 
extends northwesterly across Canada 
from the head of Lake Superior. Dis- 
carding the Great Lakes themselves 
tills is the most Importance series of 
fresh-water bodies in the world, and 
Its presence may naturally be supposed 
to be due to a geological condition 
which is fairly uniform all the way 
from Lake Superior to the Arctic. We 
do not suggest that" there Is a con- 
tinuous Identical geological formation, 
but only a continuous and uniform 
structural system, and from this wo 
would be disposed to Infer that If largo 
deposits of economic metals may bo 
found In one part of It, they might 
with reason be looked for in other 
parts. Presumably as the great plain 
lying between the Rocky Mountains 
and Hudson Bay falla^|a\vxi3^i;;,to; tha 
eastward, • the earlier rocl^sf are" rela- 
tively free from later formations. In 
comparatively recent times, geologi- 
cally speaking, all this region lying 
north of the settled parts of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan was subject of 
glacial action. A leading geologist of 
the United States estimates that, as 
recently as 7,000 years ago, the glaciers 
extended as far south as the Falls of 
St. Anthony on the Mississippi, and 
If this Is even approxlrnatply. correct, 
there can be very little recerit fdrma- 
tlori to cover the> older rocks. Tliere- 
fore if the latter carryi'minerals. It' Is 
altogether likely that they are readily 
discoverable; These observations arc 
only of the most general character, 
but we feel Justlfled ;; in suggesting 
that, if ;the "existence ■ ■('^of economic 
minerals, is shown in quantity In ajiy; 
part of tlio region now referred to, tWoi 
public may look, forward with con- 
slderable confidence to the develop- 
ment one day of great mining-' Indus- 
tries m this very little considered part 
of the country. 

CANADA AND. THE NAVY. 

The suggestion that discarded war- 
ships of the ;JBrltli3h navy sB6uld bo 
ultllzed to dc», ma,rlne police work 
Canadian waters, .thus bringing Into 
existence what '.would likely form the 
nucleus of a Colonial navy which would 
prove a real Imperial asset. Is said by 
the Montreal Star to be "well worthy 
of consideration." This view . Is also 
held by Viscount Mllner and the Lon- 
don Times. Possibly the various Navy 
Leagues throughout Canada will take 
the matter, up shortly. The suggestion 
possesses a special local intereijt. In- 
asmuch as, It It were agreed to by the 
Imperial and Ottawa governments, 
iCsqulmalt would bo rehabilitated as 
a naval base to a very considerable 
extent, as spme of the vessels would 
undoubtedly.be staticined In that port 
While n-^ doubt, as the: London.'Tlnfes 
remarks, there may be teclinlcar and 
official objections to the uroposal, it is 
dlflicult to see wherein It is not: fea- 
sible. The Home government has an 
ample .supply of sijch ships, very itiuch 
superior for the ' fishery protection 
service of Canada than any which/tho 
Federal government possesses or 'con- 
templates building. A number of these 
could bo detached from the squadrons 
In British waters and stationed at Hall- 
fax and 'Estiulmalt, and possibly- other 
points, without serious dislocation of 
the Admiralty's programme; and the 
presence of these ships In Canadian 
waters, protecting Canadian Interests, 
nnd under the direction of Canadian 
officers,. -ivould bring home to the peo- 
ple., of ''thO.-^ppminlon a realization of 
the fact that I'they have a real interest 
In the British Navy and would engen- 
der an aspiration to augment this Col- 
onial "fleet" by other ships built by 
their own contributions, and thus 
create a defensive force which would 
Ihcreaso Britain's naval Htrength, while 
at the .';ame time augmenting the 
facilities for, the public services of 
Canada. Such vessels as would bo 
utilized. In this way could, while per- 
forming the duties attaching to marine 
police work, also act as' naval training 
ships for such young Canadians who 
would like to Join the service. The 
Home government would, of course, 
stipulate that Canada should bear the 
cost of the maintenance of these ships 
—paying all salaries and charges of 
every kind; and we do not think 
Canadians would be disposed to reject 
such a condition, .As the proposition 
presents Itself to us It seems to have 
verjr many adinlra.ble 'features and few 
oiijectiorinble ones. It is to bo hoped 
that there may bo a full and' free dls- 
c\iHHion of It, as the question of Can- 
ada's co-operation in the matter of 
Imperial defence is of vita! Importance 
not only to the Dominion but to the 
whole Empire. 



THE IMPERIAL' PARLlAllENt ' 

The Imperial Parliament will open 
today. It Is thought that the session 
will be very Important, principally be- 
cause of the financial questions which 
will have to be dealt with. The Chan- 
euUor of the Exchociuor has a deficit 
to face, and exceptionally large expen- 
ditures to provide for. The Old Age 
pensions ' are making a very' serious 
demand upon the treasury and' the 
largo' naval programme Will call for a 
great deal of money. Mr. Lloyd-George 
has not yet'lndlcated in wliat way ho 
will endeavor to raise the necessary 
sums, but opponents of the govern- 
ment anticipate such radical • legisla- 
tion that they have already begun to 
advise Lord Lansdowne to ask the 
Lords to refuse, to pass the estimates. 
This would bo a perfectly constitu- 
tional act, but It is many years since 
it has been resorted to. To one on 
the outside it would scorn to be ex- 
ceedingly bad politics. The money for 
the public service must bo provided 
rto matter who is In power, and If the 
Lords should attempt to thwart tho 
passage of supply, while 'tliey would 
undoubtedly compel a dissolution, 
they would . raise an Issue, wliich all 
men with u sense ; of responsibility 
would like to avoid. ' ' There are too 
many momentous questions before the 
people of the United Kingdom at the 
present time to have a new one pre- 
cipitated, which would for tho time 
being overshadow all others. Lord 
Lansdowne Is not likely to take such 
an extreme course as his hot-lieaded 
advisers propose.

To the student of the trend of events 
on that ,6cean, ' this Incident 

possesses' a special significance. 



The "Vancouver spirit" Is nicely 
manifested in the determination of tho 
cltliiens to send a strong delegation 
down to Ottawa to press the claims 
for large appropriations for harbor 
Improvements. Some other cities 
which could bo named content them- 
selves witli. pas.slng resolutions and 
forwarding them to the federal capi- 
tal, whore they are promptly pigeon- 
holed. But for quick and effective ac- 
tion there Is nothing Uite the deputa- 
tion. 



Kamloops is in the throes of a real 
estate boom as a consequence of ru- 
mors that tho Canadiatni^jJ|Iprthern 
railway will establish -lar^^ 
there,, Kamloops , J^sislniply feeling 
the stimulus ■■wlilch'-lp' manifested all 
over tho province as a result of tho 
dawn of a new era of development.

Mr. Carnegie wants tho United 
States government to appoint a per 
nuineiit st.aft of exports to deal with 
the question of tariff revision..

Carnegie has no. longer any pecuniary 
interest in the 'question, his views are 
likely to hi; accoptnd as tho mature 
conclusions of a sincere man — and 
for that rc:ason, when ho hints at a 
revolution in industrial; methods, his 
remarks arc likely to be taken very 
seriously. 



Mr. W. R. Trotter, Canadian labor 
representative in Great Britain, Is 
making himself considerable of a nuis- 
ance. Ho appears to bo seized with the 
conviction that his chief mission is to 
stop emigration to Canada as far as 
lie Is able. He lias Just made a bitter 
attack on the methods of the Salva- 
tion Army, alleging that tho latter 
body Is simply endeavoring to acquire 
i;overnment bonuses, Instead of assist- 
ing people who come to Canada to 
better themselves. All who have any 
knowledge of the record of the Salva- 
tion Army in tho matter of im migra- 
tion to this country know that this 
charge is absolutely without founda- 
tion. Mr. Trotter ought to be recalled. 

Tho special Ccorrospondcnt' of '. tho 
Now York IIorjild.''h'al3 teiegrnphed his 
I'laper from Vahcbuvor that "the dls- 
lllto of tho .TapnncHO In this province 
amounts to a po.'ilUvc frenzy of ha- 
tred." This Is far from correct. Doubt- 
loss there are some people who dis- 
like the Jo.pnne'ao, but that ''It is cor- 
rect to say they are hided In British 
Columbia Is not warranted. There Is 
a great difference between desiring to 
prevent a certain raqe , f rom getting a 
foothold in the ■ provlncop hnd iiatlng 
the race. There is no rfason'for any 



iiat'rod and none' exists. Tlie Herald 
man has simply been misled by a few 
rabid Asiatic oxclusloniats. 



Tho Ottawa Free Press has fallen 
afoul of Sir Percy Lake for saying 
that Canada should prepare to defend 
her western seaboard. It passes com- 
prehension how utterly unable some 
of our eastern contemporaries fall to 
understand the -real nature of the Ori- 
ental question. They treat It as 
though It wer<? a mere pFCjudico upon 
tho part of some hot-headed people in 
British Columbia, Instead of being the 
greatest question now before mankind. 
Stated In concrete form It Is: Shall tho 
Anglo-Saxon bo driven from tho Par 
clflc Ocean and the lands bordering 
upon It? Australia says no, and so 
does British Columbia. There Is no 
escaping,t,hoJ;.question, dist'asteful as It 
may bo to those l,n autho'rity. 

It is fnoro popular with some people 
to abuse . corporations than to praise 
thorn, but the ' Calgary Herald, while

^ BRITISH 'OPINION 



. The Standard says — According to a 
telegram received yesterday In Con- 
fetantlnople - from the Vail of Adrian- 
;.ople, the hastily-mobilised Bulgarian 
reserve Is already being disbanded. If 
■'the report Is confirmed, we may be 
sure that Turkey sjwlU at once offer a 
.oorrespondlngriarniiiBt of pacific inten- 
tions. It ISi'uriiversally agreed that 
Bulkarla hadfpiat, Itself ,Jn.,i, the . wrong 
liPoth as to the suzeraln^y|"and|the'rall- 
^^ays, and has thus become" «i debtor to 
-Turkey. To contemplate: a war which 
Jn the first month would swallow up 
ten times the. amount at Issue would 
■he headstrong fopllshnesp, and there 
'are cynical observers who suggest that 
the menacing attitude of Bulgaria was 
.assumed only for the sake of beating 
down the Turkish demands. In tliat 
case It was decidedly bad business, for, 
even If such a bluffing policy were 
crowned with diplomatic success, the 
transaction would not bear scrutiny as 
a financial speculation. Bulgaria, 
prosperous as It Is, has no superfluity 
of ready cash, while Its credit would be 
broken should It iplunge into hostili- 
ties, for the money markets would bo 
closed to Its borrowings, and Its 
slightly developed Internal resources 
would not long avail to maintain Its 
armies In that state of modern effi- 
ciency of which its people are honor- 
ably proud. 

Mr. Bernard Shaw has been assailed 
at the Conference of the Labor party 
(says the Daily Mall), with a weapon 
of which ho Is himself a past master. 
: He has been iuccused of being "a good 
iudgff' Of .a - holiday," and— what must 
, nave Seemed to him even more unjust 
~of - "taking a mlddlc-claas view." 
-These shafts of satire arc levelled at 
his plea that the Labor member of 
Parliament Is" worthy of his hire, even 
Avhen ho Is not tolling at ■Westminster, 
and that his holidays might be used 
"to Increase - his knowledge of the 
. country,'- th^i empire, and .rnanklnd." If 
this is "a mlddle-olass view" we hope 
that It will bo adopted by all the 
iciasses into which It pleases the Con- 
ference of the Labor party to divide 
society. It Is a wise' saw which says 
that "all work and no play makes 
'.Tack a dull boy," and the truth ox- 
tends to the Senate. Mr. Bernard 
Shaw Is. accordingly acqulttod on the 
first count of the Indictment. The 
second charge — on the mlddlc-clnBs 
view of a membor of Parliament's 
holiday — demands more elaborate de- 
fence. It is one of tlio defects of our 
insularity tliat many parts of the em- 
pire must bo taken on trust, and that 
principles wliloli are — as Lord Morloy 
observed to the Moslem deputation on 
Wednesday — sound enough In those 
Islands should be dcomod worthy of 
"imlversal application. No more peri- 
lous fallacy can Invade the mind of a 
nation, and the antidote for It Is to bo 
• found only In the experience of travel. 
Personal observation and experience 
have grown — not diminished — in Im- 
pdrtdncc, and Mr. Bernard Shaw was 
uttering a truism when ho urged that 
Labor members should use their holl- 
'daya to Increase their knowledge of 
■mankind. •' 



Debate on the Grand Trunk Pacific 
bill and the foz-mldable Water Clauses 
measure fully occupied the time of the 
Legislature yesterday afternoon. The 
leader of the Opposition gave Ills 
views on the former bill, while the 
Minister of Lands, In moving the se- 
cond reading for the Water Clauses 
bill, went into tliat measure to the ex- 
lent of an hour and a half. Tho de- 
iKito on both bills was adjourned fur- 
ther. 

In dealing with the Grand Trunk 
Pacific bill the loader of the Opposi- 
tion took the same general plan of at- 
tack tliat Mr. Oliver (Delta), arlKinat- 
ed last week. He drew attention to 
the alleged fact that little provision Is 
made in the approved plans of Princu 
Itupert to give the future inliabitants 
of that great city access to the sea in 
the streets. He claimed that all the 
decent waterfront the government had 
Kvcurod in their bargain with the 
Grand Trunk' Pacific was the block 
moo feet In lengtli, known as Block B. 
The President of tho Council move'd 
adjournment of the debate when Mr. 
Macdonald concluded. 

Mr. Pulton took up the Water 
Clauses bill at great lengtli, giving a 
moat interesting account of the his- 
tory of the water legislation in the 
Province. He laid stress on the fact 
that the present bill gives tiro govern- 
ment power to deal not only with fu- 
ture water licenses, blit with all re- 
cords Issued In the past. Provision is 
made for a board to sit on questions 
affecting water rights, and this board 
Is to be given plenary powers, there 
being no appeal from their decision. 

An interesting point was raised at 
yesterday's sitting with regard to tho 
private bill for the incorporation of 
the Goat River Power Company, 
which was considered in committee. 
The leader of the' Opposition stated 
that Brltisji Columbia should have 
some general act that would cover all 
railroads applying for a charter. In the 
Dame way as the Companies Clauses 
Act provides for the Incorporation of 
companies. The President of the 
Council agreed with this suggestion, 
stating that ho had brought the mat- 
ter up ypars ago. 

Grand Trunk Pacific. 
Trunk Pacific bill, Mr. Macdonald 
(Hosslanct) said that the attornoy- 
general had spoken of the necessity of 
mutual concessions between tlio gov- 
ernment and the Grand Trunk Pacific 
with regard to tho Prince Rupert 
townslte. . The data supplied tho Houao 
was Insufflclent to enable any member 
to understand tho present legislation. 

"If I read aright," said Mr. Macdon- 
ald," In the 32,000 feet, over six miles, 
of tho Prince Rupert waterfront, there 
has been no provi.slon made for one 
single street end, and yet last session 
we heard these same gentlemen talking 
about tho troubles Vancouver has ex- 
perienced .for, the. lack ...of' waterfront. 
TwQ^br three -streets are to be brought 
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Mr..Mada6naia':'j?aidfthat as wr as ho 
could- determlne/VhlocJc -P, 1,500 feet 
long. , wais . the^i 'orilydblock of water- 
front held liy''' the**g'dvernment that 
was of any reaf benefit to the province, 
the only^ one - that- came, down - to tho 
water on an even -grado.x The others 
were on high blufTs, some 'of them sixty 
^eet above the water," with a perpen- 
dicular Incline.' ' Tho choice of the 
waterfront land was block E, G,4i0 foot 
long, hold by tho G.T.P. 

The only portion of consequence re- 
tained by the province, block F, was 
cut off from tho sea by the right of 
way of the Grand Trunk Pacific. Evon 
below low water tho railway right of 
way covered that block of land. Op- 
posite this the water was very deep, 
so that tlicre was no possibility of 
erecting wharves at any distance from 
the land. The wharf would have to 
be on a level with tho tracks, and 
therefore it would be Impossible to 
reach the wharves by an overhead 
bridge high enough to allow of the 
passage of locomotives. 

Cut Off From the Soa. 

The land at Prince Rupert had been 
conveyed to the townslte company for 
the purpose of laying out a townslte. 
Tho survey was to be finished Sept. 30 
last. The plans were to be approved 
by the lleutenant-gjvernor-ln-councll. 
The railway was to have all the land 
necessary for railway purposes, and 
tho townslte was to be divided into 
blocks of not less than 1,000 feet in 
area. Since the passing of the act 
several of these matters had been ad- 
judicated upon. It had been decided 
that '.i-l acres was enough for tho rail- 
way, yet wo find that they received 'j;! 
acres. In addition to this the railway 
was alvyaya suecesHfiil In getting hold 
of, the choice portions , of land. Wher- 
ever there wa.s ii cove or a creek it 
was eagerly .snatched tip, ns it might 
bo useful later on. 

Mr. Macdonald sliowed by the plans 
.submitted that tho railway had one 
strli) of land running from Hay.s 
creek, and almost cutting tho townsito 
In two. In tho strip no provision 
seemed to have been made for streols. 
In another place an "Island" had boon 
formed of one plot of governmout 
land, surrounded by railway land. 

"For more than a mile and a lialf 
along tlie waterfront the city Is out 
off from tho sea," declared Mr. Mac- 
donald. "There are no .-streets. Tlio 
Attorney-General suys that he com- 
pelled the railway to give him this 
and that concession. 'Yet It is amus- 
ing to road the terms of the bill. The 
Province is actually allowed to build 
un overhead bridge over tho railway. 
There arc poKsibly five overhead 
lirldgcH In a distance of six miles to 
ho built by the province or tho future 
Inhabitants of Prince . Rupert. And. 
these, arc the concessions tho Attorney 
General got from the railway." 

There was no use, Mr. Macdonald 
continued, of tho House considering 
tho bill. Prince Rupert was to bo the 
northern seaport of British Columbia, 
and the terhiinua of tho greatest 
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transcontinental railway in the coun- 
try, bur none. Yet a large city was 
to be built there, and the interests of 
tho future inhabitants must bo pro- 
tected. It was "jot right to give all 
the waterfront, to one railway .com-,; 
pany, but some ^Hpuld be reserved for 
other railways that Smlsht»a come in 
later. ■'■■::<:40!^m^ ; 

In conclusion, Mr-rMacd^naldiimoved: 
on amendment to,tho;.biU,;!>to; tb'8,.elIect. 
that a committee bf>;flve,iiheni^ 
tho Legislature should "bb - appointed, 
consisting of Messrs, Fujton, Garden, 
NadeUi Hay ward and Macdonald, that 
ail documents and data .concerning 
tho Prince Rupert townslte agreement 
should be referred to them, that they 
should have full powers of .taking evl-; 
dence, and make a report to -the House 
on the -whole matter. 

Hon. F.^l. Carter-Cotton moved the 
adjournment of the debate. 

The Water Clauses Bill, 

Hon. F. J. Fulton, Minister of Land.s, 
moved second reading of the AVateii 
Clauses bill, explaining at some lengtli 
both the liistory of water legislation 
in the Province and tlie .new features 
embodied in the present government 
measure. 

Tlie first time In the history "of tho 
Province that the water question came 
up, Huld the Minister of JLiands, ..was 
when placer mining,. flrpt/^aroseyh, tho 
country. , It'-was necBsSary^^'.'t'ogiJivert 
water frbin tho strearhsiahdTcfeeks for 
this purpose, agaInsV''the;,eonimon law 
right, and legislation 'waS; found neces- 
sary. ■ ■ il'fj'^:''-/ ■ 

Many years later, when settlers be- 
gan to come Into the dry, belt of the 
Province, ; It was found necessary to 
divert water from the streams and 
creeks for' Irrigation purposes.' In 1897 
legislation was., passed, for this pur- 
pose, but It was necessarily cn:de and 
imperfect, although It went a great 
way to<vardS settling %e water ques- 
tion. ' ,*,■;:',',..-' 

"It Is In an attompt to' Improve tho 
legislation on this subject -that I have 
introduced the bill now before the 
House," said the minister. "A great 
deal of time has been spent In Its 
preparation. Since 1890 I have taken 
a deep -interest In the water question. 
The first two cases I had In my pro- 
fession of law were water cases, and 
then I first saw the Imperfections of 
the law, and tho danger of litigation 
that a dry season might cause. In 
180G I urged the then chief commis- 
sioner of lands, and works to appoint a 
commission to Investigate the water 
question. In ISaO I moved a resolu- 
tion to tho same effect before tlie 
House. In 1907 the commission was 
actually appointed, consisting of Prof. 
CaTpentor and myself. I went to Col- 
orado and there studied the most peF* 
feet system of water legislation in ex- 
istence." 

To show the advantages of the Col- 
orado system Mr. Fulton said that last 
year out of $125,000,000 total products. 
In that state, $90,000,000 was from ag- 
ricultural sources. Prior to tlie irri- 
gation system, tho chief Industries 
apart from mineral had been cattle 
and sheep raising. Now the state pro- 
duced ;mbri sheep and cattle than ever 
before.. He, also paldv a high tribute 
to the workvof the Western Canada Ir- 
rigation association, from tlie conven- 
tions of which' body, he said, good re- 
sults could not fall to result. 

Water for Users Only 

Tho main principle underlying the 
act Itself, said Mr. Fulton, was that 
the right to water should bo granted 
on Its benellclal use. Tho act of 1897 
did- not go far enough In that direc- 
tion. It would not bo right tr? allow- 
any individual or conioratlon to ac- 
quire the right to large quantities of 
water and not make use of it. To de- 
prive other men of this water would 
be as bad as depriving them of air. 

Tho general scheme of the act has 
been to make it as clear as possible, 
dividing It into parts, seventeen In 
all, each of which deals with a certain 
part of tho water question. 

Among other things, the minister ex- 
plained,- the unit of measuroinent of 
water, had. been changed fr.orh the min- 
er's Inch to thejcublc. foot per second 
unit The oldvinethodAWas ohsolete and 
Impractlcablorv-It was' supposed to re- 
present the amount of water that would 
flow through an orifice two Inches high 
by half an inch wide, through a two- 
inch plank, from a, seven-Inch head 
of water In a given time. Not five 
per cent of the. measuring boxes In 
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Seismographs in Mines. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 15. — A report 
has been presented to the Russian 
meteorological congress in sceslon 
hero, on the u.so of seismographs to 
jirovont mine dliiasters. 'Pheso are 
usually preceded for several days by 
slight movement of the strata, by 
which explosive gases are ri'lea-seii, 
,or which Indicate coming earth slides. 
The .Installation of selatnograplis 
would give ample : warning of dis- 
asters arising from these two causes.

TEN DOCTORS APPEAR 
IN SUPPORT OF BILL 

Medical Men Ask Ministers to 
Support Medical Act As 
■ It Stands 




' A delegation of doctors Intervle'wed 
the government yesterday to give their 
views in support of the bill respecting 
the regulation of the medical profes- 
sion Introduced by Dr. Klng. This Is 
not a government measure and both 
bpposltlon^and support may bo ex- 
pected from both sides of the House, 
and many amendments are sure to bo 
made when the bill rea.cheB th6 com- 
mittee stage. 

Tho delegation yesterday was head- 
ed by Dr. Procter, chairman of tho 
medical council, and supported by 
about ten of his professional brethren, 
prominent among whom woro.Drs. O. 
M. Jones, -'Walker and Fraser, The 
delegation asked that the bill go 
through practically as 'drawn, though 
they wore willing to concede tho point 
that permission , to establish private 
hospitals be granted by the Uentcnant- 
governor In council Instead of by th's 
medical council as at. present 

One of tho clauses which provoked 
some hostile comment was the sectloti 
thro-n'lng tho onus of proof on the ac- 
cused man, when such an one was 
charged with violation of tho act. It 
was pointed out that tills was con-' 
trury to tho entire spirit of British 
law, though tho doctors apparently 
thought that In view of the dlfflculty 
of obtaining evidence in such cases an 
extreme course like that suggested was 
Justifiable. 

The ministers present told tho dele- 
gation that their views would bo given 
due weight when tho bill camo to be 
considered In the house on Its merits. 
Tho doctors thanked them and with- 
drew.

P, 
Pottlplece, Mr. JFbenoy, president of 
Jthe Trades' 'Council of New Wostmln 
ster; J. H. McVety, president of the 
Vancouver Trades Council; "W, 'W.

The pro 
position had been advanced that the 
a.ssoclatlon should become Incorporat 
ed as a Joint stock company, but after 
much discussion those present at the 
meeting decided that to tako such 
step would endanger the future of 
the association. -It 'w.ould mean,, it 
was claimed, thdt a . few members 
might secure tho majority of the stock 
with the result that tho balance of tho 
members would bo In no better posi- 
tion than" if they had to deal • with 
any of tho fruit companies now in cx- 
Istonce. The idea of co-operation, 
which has been the foundation of tho 
BUCC0S8 which has so far attended the 
operations of the Victoria Fruit Grow- 
ers' Association, would be lost. 

To what extent the present capital 
of tho company will be Increased has 
not yet been decided upon. The 
aniendmont to the Farmers' Institute 
Act will permit of the Association be- 
ing known in future as tho Victoria 
Fruit Growers Association, Limited.

Wo smilo 
as wo road the old account.s and 
wonder what sort of homes were thoye 
which were founded In so strange a 
l-ishlon.

Shcard, of i*rbrbVto/riha^^ been 
advocating longer 'hblia&ys^aitjdlshort- 
er school hours-. for.»'tjl>lidrori';'.;v'While 
tho benefits of fresh air and exercise 
will not be denied It- is very much to 
bu doubted whether the children in 
most of our schools would bo better 
for having more time for play. There 
In in our country a tremendous amount 
oC work to bo done and clilldren can- 
not learn too soon that youth is i\\a 
time to prepare •themselves to under- 
take their share of it. Study, as long 
as it does not l)egln too early and is 
not beyond a child's capacity, rarely 
hurts, him.

There 1.S far more danger in these 
days that teachers will do too much 
work for their pupils than that they 
will exact too much from them.

Lighting a Room 
To tliose who ore building or re- 
papering their houses, tho following 
paragraph from Popular Electricity 
will be of interest: 

. .'A wallpaper which will 'absorb' 
light is the greatest enemy to artillcial 
"iigh't in the home. An illumlnant is 
powerless to light a room if tlio color 
of the >vall8 absorbs., most of the rays. 
Illuminating engineers claim that a 
u'hito wallpaper wllj reflect 50. per 
cent of light, whereas a red wallpaper 
will reflect only ID per cent. A listit 
l)uf£ or yellow wiM reflect 45 per cent, 
a dark brown about 12.5 per cent. A 
light apple-green wallpaper will reflect 
■10 per cent; a dark green will give us 
15 per cent. Dark wood trlmmin;;s 
absorb light; white wood rellects it. 
Velvet, chintzes, burlaps, will also ab- 
sorb light; HO win walhiaper, whatever 
Its color, but a tinted surface wall re- 
llects tho light. The wall paper pat- 
tern is not onl.v one of llie greatest of 
all known absorbers of light, but It 
nl.so has a bad effect on nerves and 
c.ves. The plainer the wallpaper tho 
better for nerves and eyesight, and tho 
.'inioother the surface the more light it 
will reflect. In selecting wallpaper the 
way the room faces must also be taken 
Into consideration. Those rooms fa- 
cing north and east reriulre lighter 
colored papers than do rooms facing 
south and west. Care in the selection 
of tints and wallpaper will not only 
lead to a better and a cheaper arti- 
ficial light, but will protect tho eye- 
sight and save the. nerves and tem- 
pers." • .w, . , ,

N. Clark, the English author, and 
Loo Marchant, late of tho staff of tho 
Cape Town Argus, who have walked 
across tho continent In mid-winter for 
Pearsons Magazine, set tho seal on 
their contract on their arrival In tho 
capital city last night, Journeying via 
Princess Charlotte from Vancouver as 
guests of-^the C.P.R. Co. 

Record Walk. 

This remarkable tramp commenced 
Innncdiateiy subsequent to the Terceri- 
terary fetes at Quebec. Striking out 
from that city on August "8, tho two 
man followed tho main roads through 
the burnt-out city of Three Rivers to 
Montreal, Ottawa, Kingston, Bellevlllo 
and intervening roads to Toronto, 
■whence they journeyed In a northerly 
direction to Barrio, at which place they 
first "hit the cinders," and have follow- 
ed tliP main lino of tho C.P.R, ever 
sinct, making brief halts at Sudbury. 
Fort William, Kenor* Wlnnliieg, 
Brandon, Regina, Moose Jaw, Mediolnu 
Hat, Calgary and so • on over the 
Robkles to Rovelstokc, Kamloops and 
Vancouver, which city they«reached 
a week ago. The total distance cover- 
ed by road was 838 miles, and by track 
2.513 miles, making a record long dis- 
tance walk of 3,351 miles done in tho 
actual walking time of 118 Vi days, or 
at a fraction over 28 miles for every 
day's journey. King, who walked from 
Montreal to Vancouver last summer, 
on a wager of $2,000, was given 150 
days to complete tho Journey and fln- 
Ished on time, but he started 246 miles 
further west and In addition came the 
short cut from Ottawa to Sudbury via 
North Bay, whilst these men had to put 
In an extra 400 miles or so in order to 
take In Toronto as being the second 
city In the Dominion. 

Robbed at Night. 

Lightning storms and tempest pro. 
saged an unlucky termination to tho 
trip as the Journalists signed on at 
the Quebec Chronicle ofUco lust Aug- 
ust, encumbered with a bicycle on 
which were strapped sleeping rugs, 
bags and culinary utensils, for Pari- 
sian French la not tlio kind in vogue 
down that way and the travelers had 
anticipated difficulty with the lan- 
guage by deciding to camp out each 
night as far as Montreal. It was 
while in camp one night east of Three 
Rivers that they were set upon by 
marauders and robbed of guns, a ca- 
mera, finger rings and everything 
negotiable excepting the "bike," which 
fortunately was passed unseen by the 
robbers in some nearby bushes. A 
Horios of adventures Including the 
compulsory crossing of a river on 
hundr,eds.„pf drifting logs terminated 
in aiivierltable "knock-out" by half- 
breeds .hear Nlpigon, on the north 
shore 'of Lake Superior, when they 
were left, unconscious, In the six-foot 
way and ultimately rescued by a board- 
ing car crew who carried them Into 
their adjoining car and tended - them 
for ■ three ' days, when tho wayfarers 
were sufficiently recovered to walk Into 
Port Arthur. 

Tho 426 miles between Fort William 
and Winnipeg on the double track 
waa compassed In 10^ days, averaging 
over 40 miles per day, and here In the 
middle west they began to strike tho 
true sporting spirit, a great reception 
being accorded tliom at Regina, Mooso 
Jaw, Medicine Hut and Calgary, A 
prairie blizzard left tliem badly frost- 
bitten about the fnco and hands and 
caused a Mooae Jaw editor to charno- 
torlze tho trip as auicidal. Nothing 
daunted, however, tho two journalists 
preaaod on into the heart of tho Rocky 
Mountains, where according to old- 
tlmera, was being experienced, 

Tlie severoat winter for 40 years, 
tho Mt. Stephen House thermometer 
at Field registering 63 degrees below 
zero on tholr arrival. For weeks tho 
two mon^ waded through two foot of 
soft snow on tho track, and on stand- 
ing out for a passing train they ua- 
uiilly sank up to tlio armpita, making 
18 to 20 inilea a very hard day's work, 
wltli moccaaliis and six pairs of socks 
Hoaking wet through each night and 
little chance to dry off by the morn- 
ing, Tho auverlty of tho weather tor 
.British Columbia may bo Imagined 
when the mon were found still walk- 
ing through snow on the track ns far 
west as Mission Junction, 40 miles 
from the coast. 

. Successful Termination 

Tiie toughnesa of n proposition like 
tho foregoing may bo duly tipprcclnt- 
0(1 when It la understood that tho con- 
ditions of tlielr undnrtaldiig nccoa'il- 
tuted leaving Qui.-liec witliout a cent 
nnd beating (heir way right ncro.sfl 
the continent, eventually (without 
begging or working en route) fliilali- 
ing up with II. aulllcleiit caplttil to 
land thorn buck In Furoiio (by March 
3l8t. Thanks to tho ontorpriso of the 



Hudson Bay Co. tlioy wore provided 
with complete cutllts at their depots 
from time to time, and hotel proprie- 
tors where met were usually sympa- 
thetic and provided the wayfarers 
with accommodation, ,but many times 
in tlie silent, places they had to walk 
40 miles without a meal and turn In 
at night with unwashed Poles for 
bcdmates, or fling tlieir wdarlod 
frames on station flours or any old 
place In proximity to a stove. " 

Mr. Clark possesses a unique auto- 
graph album, having secured tho sig- 
nature of every sporting editor be- 
tween Quebec and this city, while in 
another boolc are seen tho stamps of 
telegraph operators and prominent 
citizens along the line of route, both 
of which will constituto valuable 
memoirs of the trip. 

The beauties of Victoria will be duly 
noted bV the journalists while bore, 
and' they anticipate a brief run down 
to Seattle to write up the Exposition 
and thence take boat back to 'Vancou- 
ver, which city thoy will leave to- 
wards tho end of the month en route 
for St. John's and England, though 
Mr. Clark will bo back east again in 
tho summer, as ho has made Montreal

tho honor of a corporation, was taking 
a great risk. (Hear, hear.) And even Mr. 
Palmer waa carrying a risk which he 
did not wholly understand, ^nd Instead 
o£ writing letters hero ho would be 
betten employed were ho consulting hl3 
solicitor in reference to- hla contracts 
with foreign corporations. (Hear, 
hear and laughter.) 

This bill simply protected the men 
and the companies who were engaged 
In the insurance business in this pro- 
vinco against unfair competition. 
(Hear, hear.) The government now 
demanded and collected one per cent 
upon tho gross premiums, while It fur- 
ther required a fee. of $250 and was It 
fair to Insist upon these payments un- 
less It afforded to those who wore en- 
gaged In this business adequate pro- 
tection? (Hear, hear.). The govern- 
ment knew that the principle upon 
which this bill was based was sound, 
for while In addition to the payments 
mentioned a property tax and an In- 
come tax were collected, these Ameri- 
cans companies did not pay either so 
much as one cent in taxes or so much 
as $1 in license fees, or Indeed any- 
thing at all towards tho support of 
our institutions, (Hear, liear.) This 
was all that was accomplished by thla 
bill. (Hear, hear.) ; Mr. Prior and hla 
business friends venjoyed a protection 
of GO per' <;ent?^1(Hear, hear.) 

Hon. E. G. Prior:" "No, they do not." 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Bodwell continued: Every busi- 
ness man in this country received pro- 
tection in the same way, and in these 
circumstances It came with peculiarly 
bad grace from Lhesu people to object 
to a little protection being given to 
tho flro underwriters. (Hear, hear.) 
What was right for A. must bo equally 
right for B, and this was all that this 
bill accomplished. (Hear, hear.) It 
gave to tlTb(iunder,wrlters a certain 
jnensuro of 'i)^6te<StI<}n,.vbul it was not 
an unfair proteWohljsJjCHear,' hear.) 
This report"' was .'nofth6rJ?,ca nor 
was It fair (hear, hoar);^ofcmerely in 
order to make a case agdliutijthe bill 
It was made' to' appear 'as'*li!jLloyd's 
wore to be left out of Its' proylsions. 
(Hear, hear.) Whereas he Jhadf told 
the committee that thoy had alroady 
proposed to the government to. expect 
tho submission of an'' amendment, 
which would leave Lloyd's without Its 
provisions.

months. Tliis is to .apply to every 
Btcamor controlled by them. If It-can 
be shown that any one owner suffers 
unduly :by . this arrangemtMit,. ho may 
be compensated froni a general fund.

Tho history of previous attempts at 
regulating freights does not warrant 
tho assumption that much is to bo 
expected from the present movement. 
In 1891 an attempt was made at New- 
castle to fix "reasonable" rates on coal 
and the Minimum Coal Freights' as- 
sociation was organized. It lasted a 
few months an-.T- tlien foil to pieces 
from sheer lack of that loyal co- 
operation -which it Is now sought to 
obtain for tho now Shipowners' Union. 
However, tho case of tho shipowner in 
1909 is vastly more serious tlian it was 
in 1891, and for that very reason ship- 
owners may bo MpeU^d.'. to make -a 
strenuous effort on this , occasion, but 
It must bo realized that unless ' tho 
groat volume of cargo tonnage la 
brought Into the Union, then tho 
Union Itself must be unworkable; for, 
clearly. Its operations would bo all to 
tho advantage of tonnage working out- 
side the Bobemo. .The promoters of 
the achenrie seem to bo 'well awaro of 
this and are ' thereforo directing- thc-lr 
eftorts toward tbo enlistlngf .of "all 
owners of , 'tramp' and carsfp jlnera In 
tho United Kingdom and' western 
littoral of Europe, extending from tho 
Scandinavian peninsula -on the north 
to the Ib'erlan peninsula on tho south,, 
both inclusive, representing a total 
deadweight tonnage approximately 
40,000,000 tons and a capital of some 
250 millions (sterling) and any other 
country or countries which may desire 
to enter the Union." Whatever opinion 
may bo held of the scheme from a 
practical j-ioint of view, the movement 
as charnoterlzing tlio demand of an 
Important body of shipowners for a 
"living" freight is worthy oC careful 
con.sldcratlon. The tramp owner's 
po.sltlon ban become w.ell nlt'li Intoler- 
able. Kverywhere "lines" protected by 
rebates are crowding out the "tramp" 
and this added to tho present depres- 
sion, has resulted In congesting the 
chief European ports with whole fleet.s 
of idle cargo steamers. In tho Tyno 
alone there are 115 steamers laid up, 
aggregating about 200,000 tons dead- 
weight, while fully a million tons Is 
lying Idlo In the ports of Europe.

• BI G CATC HES MADE 

Cfipt. Folger Took 4,070 Sealskins and 
55 Sea-Otter Pelts Into Yo- 
kohama 



Tho news of tho big catch of the 
sealing schooner Agnes G. Donahue 
in the waters far to the south ot the 
Cape of Good Hope caused much 
comment among local sealers yesterday 
on tho waterfront and other big catches 
were recalled. "Tho biggest catch of 
sealskins was taken in 1885 by Capt, 
Forger In the schoonec .Penelope, 
which was lost a fewUyearjSi";ago ; at, 
Clallam bay," said an old'-tlhie seal 
hunter. "Capt. Folgor was hunting out 
oi: Yokohama in those days in tlio 
Penelope and In a crulso lasting foiir 
months and ten days he brought homo 
4.070 sealskins and sea-otter skins. 
He found a new rookery, not a brcding 
ground, but a temporary rookery on 
Rvolui, ono of the little islands ot the 
Kurlle group, and ho took over 4,000 
seals from the Island. He had a part 
crew of Japanese and they spent flvo 
days on the Island, a llttlo place 
which a boat's crow could row 
around .

ALLEGED ILLEGAL 
DISTRESS PROCEEDINGS 



Judgment Reserved in the Case 
Against Hinl<son Siddal— 
Contradictory Evidence 



Judge Ijami)man was occupied all 
day yesterday in the county court 
hearing the case of Johanscn vs. Sld- 
dall. In which tho local bailiff was be- 
ing sued for $300 damages for alleged 
Illegal distress. Johansch's story was 
that last August he owed JIS for rent 
In rcBpect of a boathouso which ho 
was occupying on Kingston street, 
wlien his furniluro and efCeclH wero 
.seli'd by the defendant und.'r a land- 
lord's distress warrant. Ho claimed 
that ho had paid J300 for tho effects 
in his place, all of which wore seized. 
These Included a Quantity of tools in 
an outhouse on tho premises. 

He had been out of work for somo 
time but a day or two after tho seizure 
ho had got a job on tho city reservoir. 
He a,skod Slddall to hold his stuff for 
a month tu glvo him time to earn 
enough money to redeem the goods, 
and went out to his work on a Monday 
morning. At the time mentioned he 
returned and 'found all his stuff gone, 
lie applied in vain for an account 
from Slddall, being merely told that 
his goods had been sold and had not 
realized the amount of the rent and 
costs, or some $30 all told. ' 

Slddall's story was that he had given 
tlio plaintiff every chance to settle up, 
but that Johanaen had finally gone 
away, telling him to sell tho goods to 
tho best advantiigP. This he had done, 
as tho things woro very old and dilapi- 
dated. He Knew.«.notliing of his tools 
and had not'selzod' thcm. 

Tho plaintiff was corroborated as to 
his atatoments in regard to what ho 
had In his shack to somo extent by a 
frlund of his who lived In the vicinity. 
Hla estimate as to their value was 
to some extent borne out by Slierll'i; 
lUchards. Sonic months beroro this 
.Tolianson had been called upon to givo 
up a house In which ho had been liv- 
ing owing to a change In ownerHhIp. 
I-Io had refused to do so and the sheriff 
had been culled in. On this occasion 
tho sheriff liad sized up tho furniture 
and ofEccta and huU coino to tUo con- 



clusion that if sold.' they-" ■would fetch 
from JlOO to J150. 

On the other hand the defendant 
said that he had called in a couple of 
auctioneers and second-hand dealers, 
one of whom subsequently .sold tho 
goods at auction, and they upheld 
Slddall's estimate. One of them liad 
valued the stuff at jao.no and tho other 
had sold It for $17.70. Their estimate 
was borno out by a third auctioneer, 
at that time employed as a clerk by 
the seller. ' All three testlllod in court 
ye.iterday. 

The plaintiff swore that he had left 
the door of his house locked- and had 
hid the key In a box, the defendant 
assorting that when ho made tho 
seizure ho found the door open- Judgo 
Lnmpman, however, adopted Slddall's 
version. In the course of the argu- 
ment, counsel for the defendant ad- 
nilltcd that tho sale was Irregular in 
tiiat tho goods were not appraised by 
two men sworn for that purpose by 
tho sheriff as provided by tho act, and 
because tho notice was faulty. Ho 
argued, however, that tho goods woro 
fairly sold and fetclied what they 
were reasonably worth, and so under 
the authorities no special damage had 
been suffered, and thus tho defendant 
was entitled to a verdict. 

Ills honor plainly Intimated during 
tho trial that he did not think that 
tho goods taUon^wero of much value, 
but reaorvod vijudgmont to^ look Into 
tho adUioritloii JxctteaS? Fdr'^'tho.Tplalri- 
tirt it waa 'ooritohded that It was, shown 
that while under the defcctlva,' notice 
(mty a i)ortlon of the goods.ycouId.Vbo 
seized, as a matter of fact all hctd been 
seized. Somo of them apparently had 
not boon sold, but all had disappeared, 
and „tho plalntllf was entitled to. re- 
cover the iprico which he had paid for 
them.

«nd discharge of the water. The acre 
, foot had also been adopted as the unit 
of measurement for quantity. 

The bill proposed not only to tako 
power to deal with applications for 
all licenses made, after Its passing, but! 
with all records, tn many cases the 
old records were misleading. The 
names of creeks had changed frequent- 
ly. In many cases records had been 
taken out by pre-emptors, and the 
land had changed hands very frequent- 
ly since that time. Tho. longer this 
state of aftalrs was left the worse It 
would' become. , • ' , • . 

A Board of Investigation 
Tho Intention- of "Part Three of tho 
bill was to deal with existing records 
by a board of investigation appointed 
by the Lieutenant Governor In Coun- 
cil. This would consist of the chief 
water commissioner appointed by tho 
executive and whatever other mem- 
bers nilght bo appointed from time to 
time. This board would take up tjie 
water sources stream by stream, ob- 
taining all possible dnta. Estimates 
would be made as to the area of land 
the water would supply. Notices 
would be issued to tho holders of re- 
cords, a hearing would be given and 
the board would adjudicate on their 
claims. A section wa.s inserted to the 
effect that the Uocislon of the board 
should bo final niul coiicluslvo, and 
that thoro should be no appeal there- 
from. This was to prevent tho cases 
from dragging on indefinitely.

And 
conscqucn'tly if • such deposits were 
made thoy would probably bo effc'ctcd 
In 'the shape of 7, instead of '4 per/pent, 
securities,^ and the' companies . '-wbtild 
therefore .'lose the difference botwbon 
the \ per cent and the Interest that 
thoy would ge't upon stocks of second 
and third quality. (Hear, hear.) 

Throe per cent, upon $30,000 meant 
$000 d year, and If- a charge -of $300 a 
year meant an extra 10 per cent, upon 
their premiums tho paympnt of an ex- 
tra $900 would surely mean nt least 
extra of bo much more. (Hear, 
lienr.) 

In addition, under the^provlslons of 
this bill 'these companies w'ero requir- 
ed to subscribe $3,000 a year tovvords 
tho cost of a Provincial Inspector 
wliicli would no doubt moan another 
charge upon tholr jrisUranco prenilums. 
(Hear, hear.) Fdr'iiblth'er these com- 
pnnlcs nor these ngents were hero for 
their health — thoy wore here for 
money! (Hear, hear.) 

Again, If this bill were placed upon 
the s'tatute book it would be tho very 
worst thing possible for the polley- 
lioldera, as in tlic case of a really seri- 
ous fire, $30,000 would be only a flea- 
bite, compared with the total losses'. 
(Hear, hear.) And as such a deposit 
and the payment of ouch fees would 
give an appearance of stability, com- 
panies which wore really very weak

As far as I myself am 
concerned, itll niy insurance is held by 
the old lino companies, but If I wero 
ill Jlr. Palmer's place, and liad $300,- 
000 or $400,000, of mill or factory in- 
surance to place I would bo absolutely 
compelled to go out of British Colum- 
bia to get It. (Hear, hear). Now, 
Lloyds never cuts rates. 

A Voice — Oh, yes. It does. 

Mr. Shallcross — And all its competl- 
lion depends upon the companies that 
Lloyds Is asked to- accept insurance 
from. . (Ilear,' hear). And we do not 
wish to curtail facilities for taking 
that insurance. (Hear, , 'hear).;,; 

Mr. B. Mi Johnson'tiniailntalried that 
Mr. Shallcross was ■'drawing J'a' herrlng 
across tho trail. (Hear, hear). The for- 
eign company whicli was unlicensed 
and unregistered could not be either 
approached or touclied for refusing to 
pay their losses, as they could neither 
be pursued here or in . their own 
country. (Hoar, iiear.) 

Mr.' Shallcross — Has not our supremo 
court decided otherwise? 

Mr. Bodwell — You cannot sue a for 
cign company. Our writs do not run 
In tho United States, and if you do 
business witli an unregistered comjiany 
you cannot sue liere. They can write 
a policy hero, but if thoy do not l>ay 
losses incurred you aro absolutely 
without remedy. 

Mr. Johnson is perfectly right; for 
In such a case thoro la no remedy. 

Mr. Ker — But if the insurers aro 
willing to take tho chances what ob- 
jection can arise? 

Hon. Mr. Prior remarked that mutual 
companies existed In tlie trades, by 
moans ot whicli they Insured eucli 
other, as was the case with hardware 
men, and enquired whether this kind 
of Insurance In respect to which they 
simply relied upon tho reputation of 
the llrms Interested in it for their 
money in the event of loss, would bo 
permitted under this bill? 

And Mr. Bodwell rejiUed: No doubt 
any matter of that kind could be spe- 
cially arranged for in the act.
